If  the  Author  ever  perufed  the  Pbihfo phi cal  Tranfafti- 
o«j,  he  maj  find  there  many  things  never  defigned  by 
thein  for  Pratt ice,  (  v.g.  Dx.Loiver's  Transfufion  of  the 
Blood  )  conftantly  publ idled  by  Way  of  Amufement.
